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JOURNAL OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


MONDAY, June 5th, 1848. 


First session of the legislature of the state of Wisconsin, in 
assembly met, at Madison, the seat of government. on Monday, 
the 5th day of June, A. D. 1848. 

The assembly was called to order by Mr. Agry, from the as- 
sembly district composed of the county of Brown, who nominated. 
the Hon. Benjamin H. Movers, speaker pro tempore, which 

nomination was concurred in by the assembly.

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Tothe Legislative Assembly of the State of Wisconsin : 


_In compliance with the resolution of your honorable body, 
I ‘submit the following opinion upon the points referred tone 
by your resolution: 

By alaw passed by the legislature of the territory of Wiscon- 
sin, in the winter of 1845, the two houses were authorized to 
‘elect, by joint ballot, a territorial printer, who should hold his of- 
fice for one year, and until his successor should be elected and 
qualified, and whose duty it should be to print the laws, &c.. of 
the territory, and do all the printing required by the senate and 
house during that period. The printer was to receive for his 

‘services such compensation as should be established by law.— 

But it was expressly provided that each house should have the 

right to order, by resolution, its own incidental printing to be 

done by any other person. Under this law a territorial printer 
has been elected, and his term of office as therein prescribed, 
has not yet expired. The law alluded to makes the printer so 


elected a territorial officer, having the same rights as other ter- 


ritorial officers, and none further. The dissolution of the terri< 


torial government and the adoption of a state constitution, would 
terminate all territorial offices, and operate as a removal of these 
incumbents, unless there is a clause in the constitution continu~ 
ing them in office. In view of this, the framers of the constitu- 
tion have, in section five of article fourteen, (the schedule,) of 
‘that instrument, made the following provision: + 
“ All officers, civil and military, now holding their offices un- 
der the authority of the United Staies, or of the territory of Wiss 
‘consin, shall continue to hold their offices until they are super- 
seded by the authority of the state.” The construction of this 
‘section as to the time in which the authority of the state super- 
sedes these officers, has been and is a matter of some doubt,— 
‘But perhaps for the purposes of the legislature in this matter, the 
‘question may be considered sufficiently settled by the unanimous 
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60 
opinion of all the judges of the supreme court of the territory of 
Wiscorsin, that under the article in question, they can hold 
their offices until the legislature pass a law providing for the 
election of their successors ; an opinio® which one of the judges 
is now acting upon, by holding courts in his district, and which 
your honorable body has sanctioned by calling upon one of the 
territorial judges to administer to you and to the state offi- 
cers the oath of office. If this_is conceded to be the proper 
construction, the territorial printer will, together with other ter- 
titorial officers, hold his‘ office until removed therefrom by some 
law of the legislature, passed in compliance with the provisions 
of the constitution. In the absence, then, of any law to the 
contrary, the territorial printer would have the right to do the 
printing required by your honorable body, until it shall other- 
wise be ordered by resolution properly passed. But the ques- 
tion then arises as to how far the constitution in any respect va- 
nes the rights and powers, either of the legislature or of the ters 
ritorial printer, in respect to the printing. In section twenty~ 
five of article four, (legislative,) it is expressly required that the 
legislature shall by law provide that all printing required by 
them, to be done for their own use, or for the use of the state, 
shall be let by contract to the lowest bidder. The terms of this 
section embrace incidental as well as all other printing required 


‘by the legislature. The provisions of the section are in their 


character directory upon the legislature; they do not say that 
the printing shall be giveb to the lowest bidder, but they say 
that the legislature shall pass a law to that effect ; they interfere 
with and abolish no existing law and no existing office, but they 
enjoin upon the legislature, by law, to do it. The object of 
these provisions is undoubtedly two-fold: Ist, to effect a dimi- 
nution of expenses; and 2d, to prevent the evils which might 
arise irom an election by the iegislature ; and so broad are their 
terms, that they would seem almost to deprive the legislature of 
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all power to act in relation to the printing in any other mamer 
than that pointed out by this section of the constitution. My 
opinion then upon the points contained in the resolution, is as 
follows : Ist, that the territorial printer is a territorial officer 
within the meaniag of section five of article fourteen, (the sched 
ule) ;. 2d, that if the construction given to said section five by 
the judges of the supreme court of the teritory of Wisconsin is 
correct, the territorial printer contmues iv office until a law is 
„passed by the legisiature tothe contrary, and has all the rights 
conferred upon himby the law of the territory ; and among them
